This type of garnet is a deep red variety known as pyrope, and is called, 
even when found elsewhere, Bohemian garnet. The most famous garnet 
bearing district of Bohemia is found in the northern district near Belin. 


These stones were mostly used by the Austro-Hungarian aristocracy as 
mourning jewels. 


The garnet is the zodiac stone of Aquarius, January 21st to February 21st. 
“Tf you would cherish friendship true, 


In Aquarius well you'll do 
To wear his stone of warmest hue— 


The Garnet.’

AUSTRIAN, Circa 1800 


Note: This jewelry was made for Emperor Joseph II, who presented it to 
the Princess Fugger of Baben-Hausen. It has remained in the family of 
the Princess until the present time. 


Beaded garnet jewelry of this type was worn as mourning jewelry exclusively 
by the high aristocracy; no one less than a duke was allowed to wear it.

Four-strand beaded necklace of highly polished and matched sizes, having 
clustered clasp.

Austrian, circa 1830 
Openwork scroll-shaped brooch centered with a large Old Mine diamond and 
numerous small rose diamonds.

Austrian or Italian, XVIII Century 
Large openwork, floral brooch containing various colcred stones, and three 
baroque pearls in silver mounting,

Austrian, Early XIX Century 
Lozenge-shaped floral pendant with eleven small cat’s-eyes, surrounded by 
numerous small seed pearls.

Louis XVI Rosrk DIAMOND, EMERALD, AND RuBY BROOCH 

French, Late XVIII Century 
Two heart-shaped medallions surmounted by a bow and inset with two Indian 
emeralds and two rubies, surrounded by numerous various sized rose diamonds.

CONTINENTAL LINKED SILVER NECKLACE 

XIX Century 
Pierced silver links mounting a diamond-shaped center; each link joined by 
two pebbled rings. With eight extra links. Length 1514 inches

Circa 1875 
Made for the Oriental market with Turkish numerals on enamel dial. System 
Koskopf patent. Stem winder. Diameter 2% inches

Jaques Roulet, Locle, France 
Key-winding movement with key. Finely engraved double case. 


Topaz RING 
Emerald-cut topaz in high pronged setting, mounted in gold. 


TOURMALINE RING 
Similar to the preceding, with smaller stone. 


Lapis LAzuLi RING 
Flat-cut stone in pronged setting, mounted in gold.

Thin case with plain face.

Cabochon opal in high pronged setting, mounted in gold. 


Topaz RING 
Round-cut topaz in high pronged setting, mounted in gold. 


Pair OF PEARL PENDANT EARRINGS 
Double drop pendants inset with small diamonds; for pierced ears. 


AQUAMARINE AND GOLD TIE PIN 


Arrow-shaped pin tipped with facetted aquamarine stone, in yellow gold 
mounting. 


PLATINUM AND DIAMOND NECKLACE CLASP 
Clasp contains one small marquis-shaped diamond set in platinum. 


Topaz RING 
Large heart-shaped stone in high pronged setting, mounted in gold. 
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AMETHYST AND GOLD BAR PIN 
Modernistic design with two large facetted amethysts; center plaque for 
monogram. 


GENTLEMAN’S GOLD AND CRYSTAL POCKET WATCH 

Umversal & Co. 
Small “Universal” 16-jewel movement centered in transparent crystal case 
with gold rim and stem and etched roman numerals. 


SMALL GOLD FLASK 

Small, flat flask, slightly curved to fit hip, with round hinged cap, top of hinge 
engraved with initials G.H.M.; sides finely engraved with criss-cross. Approxi- 
mate weight 65 pwt. Height 4% inches

Small round Wa:tham watch with gilded dial and stem winder; engraved on 
reverse side with initials C.C.M. Diameter 1 inch 


INDIAN MULTI-COLORED NECKLACE 

Double-strand pendant necklace with sixty-seven various sized colored semi- 
precious stones consisting of amethysts, aquamarines, zircons, etc.; mounted 
in gold. Together with earrings to match. 


DIAMOND, SAPPHIRE AND PLATINUM COCKTAIL RING 

Contains sixteen small round diamonds with a total weight of approximately 
50 of a carat and four square-cut and four calibre-cut sapphires; in double 
band platinum mounting.

DIAMOND, GOLD AND ENAMEL CIGARETTE CASE 

Flat rectangular red and black enameled gold case with double-hinged cover 
opening in center, set with numerous rose diamonds surrounding two marquis 
diamonds weighing approximately .50 cts. each, and four baguette diamonds 
totaling approximately .30 cts. set above the clasp.

DIAMOND, RUBY AND PLATINUM RING 

Pear-shaped diamond and ruby, each weighing approximately .70 cts., in plain 
platinum mounting with four small cushion-cut diamonds and four square-cut 
rubies in the shanks. 


DIAMOND, EMERALD AND PLATINUM COCKTAIL RING 

Square-cut diamond and emerald, each weighing approximately 1 ct., set side 
by side; the diamond bordered by four baguette diamonds totaling approxi- 
mately .40 cts.; the emerald bordered by four smaller emeralds; in platinum 
setting with two small baguette emeralds and two baguette diamonds. 
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DIAMOND AND EMERALD CLUSTER RING 
Oval cluster of forty round diamonds weighing approximately 3.50 cts. sur- 
rounding oblong emerald, weighing approximately .50 cts. in gold setting. 


DIAMOND, EMERALD AND PLATINUM CLIP 

Triangular clip with openwork sprays set with approximately seventy-five 
small round diamonds, four baguette diamonds and eight smatl pear-shaped 
emeralds. Total weigh of diamonds approximately 2 cts. Platinum mounting.
